Its appetite for glory and pub¬ 
licity whetted by winning the 
sweepstakes prize in this year s 
Tournament of Roses parade, San 
Marino is about ot launch its 
campaign for a float for next 
year’s pageant. The most favored 
plan for the raising of the neces¬ 
sary fund is to ask a subscrip¬ 
tion of one dollar from every citi¬ 
zen. 

The petition for one of the lead¬ 
ing candidates for the City Coun¬ 
cil in Upland was signed exclu¬ 
sively by women. The candidate 
is a man. 

The Claremont Chamber of 
Commerce has endorsed the pro¬ 
posed tramway to the top of Mt. 
Baldy because operation of the 
enterprise would bring thousands 
of visitors to enjoy the sensation 
of ascending from the flower and 
orange groves to the ice and 
snow on the mountain side. 

The patent paving interests are 
pulling their usual battle over 
the material to be used in the re¬ 
paving of Colorado street in 
Pasadena. The county road de¬ 
partment is trying to get out 
from under in the scrap between 
the “black” pavement and the 
concrete trust, announcing that it 
is up to Pasadena to decide the 
sort of surface that shall be laid. 

In a total registration of 2089 
for the April municipal election 
in El Monte, 736 voters are en¬ 
rolled as Democrats—the largest 
Democratic registration in the 
city’s history. 

Monrovia’s political experts ad¬ 
mit themselves all at sea over 


that city's registration. In a total 
registration of 5098 the women 
outnumber the men by 276. But 
that isn’t the perplexing feature. 
The number who refused to give 
their party affiliations was 688. 
The Republicans numbers 3470, 
the Democrats 1322, Socialists 13 
and Prohibitionists 15. 

Claremont’s Republican ma¬ 
jority would seem to be In no 
serious danger this year. In a 
total registration of 1214 there 
a re 942 Republicans and 181 
Democrats. Only 66 refused to 
give their party affiliations. The 
women outnumbered the men by 
194. The registration is 95 per 
cent of the eligible citizens. 

Depositors in the closed Bald¬ 
win Park Savings Bank will be 
paid 80 per cent of their deposits, 
it was announced by Edward 
Rainey, state superintendent of 
Banks. 

There was a substantial in¬ 
crease in the Republican registra¬ 
tion in Covina where there are 
1066 Republicans in a total regis¬ 
tration of 1258, with 738 men and 
794 women. 

Women qualified to vote in Ar¬ 
cadia outnumbered the men by 
only seven. In a total registra- 
| tion of 2773 there are 1383 wom¬ 
en. The G.O.P. enrollment is 1926 
and the Democratic 688.

To Doom All 
Ghost Trees 


Sierra Madre's campaign 
against “ghost” trees, dead, dying 
and diseased, is progressing 
satisfactorily with the county ag¬ 
ricultural department securing 
from property owners legal au¬ 
thorizations to proceed with the 
work, according to an announce¬ 
ment today by Jessica H. Wright, 
of the local relief committee. 

Numerous property owners al¬ 
ready have given this authoriza¬ 
tion, and more are doing so daily, 
Mrs. Wright said. Actual work 
will not begin until a good pro¬ 
portion of the ground has been 
covered. 

Work of clearing the dead 
trees, being extended throughout 
the county through ef foi ts of 
the county agricultural commis¬ 
sion, is simplified in Sierra 
Madre because of a survey con¬ 
ducted here sometime ago to de¬ 
termine the number of decadent 
trees existing here. 

In a compilation made by the 
agricultural department it was es¬ 
timated that on 250 properties in 
Sierra Madre and Altadena alone 
there are actually thousands of

work. The complaint alleges that 
the “City of Pasadena threatened 
to use for itself alone the water 
supply commonly known as the 
San Gabriel watershed, which 
supplies several cities and num¬ 
erous private water companies.” 

On the heels of the action Pasa¬ 
dena officials set on foot a move 
to effect a compromise between 
that city, the protective associa¬ 
tion and the Metropolitan Water 
District. W. G. Irving, Pasadena’s 
wter counsel will represent the 
city at a conference at the office 
of Henry W. O’Melveney, Los An¬ 
geles, who represents the associa¬ 
tion. It is said that Pasadena is 
ready to agree, if permitted to 
build its Pine Canyon dam, to re¬ 
linquish all rights to San Gabriel 
water, when the Colorado river 
water is available.

Ordinance 348 was created to meet the unemployment 
emergency by cutting red tape and giving property 
owners needed improvements at minimum cost. 

It Provides Work for Sierra Madre Men 


Papers in the complaint of 
members of the Protective and 
Improvement Association ask¬ 
ing for an injunction against 
the Central Avenue Project, and 
asking that the city officials be 
held liable for any money ex¬ 
pended on this project, were 
served on Mayor Reavis, Coun- 
cilmen Lawless, Layton, Lees 
and Preston, Business Manager 
Myers, City Clerk Elmer A. 
Green, City Engineer Samuel 
Graham and City Treasurer 
Carleton J. Pegler. 

In a conference of these offi¬ 
cials with the city attorney, be¬ 
ing advised by the latter their 
actions were legal, it was the 
unanimous decision that the 
Central Avenue improvement 
should not be stopped, as the 
unemployed needed the work 
badly. The following morning 
the City Treasurer informed the 
other officials he was not will¬ 
ing to run any risk of personal 
financial liability and would 
pay no demands for this work 
unless forced to do so by man¬ 
damus proceedings. 

All the remaining officials, 
realizing the actual catastrophe 
it would be to the workingmen 
and the business of this city if 
improvements under Ordinance 
348 were to be stopped at this 
time, agreed they would risk 
such personal financial liability 
as might result from this suit, 
rather than throw men out of 
employment. 

If necessary, mandamus pro¬ 
ceedings will be taken to keep 
the payroll going.

Long Lance was something of 
a dual character, being the last 
word in “Redskin" when among 
members of his own race, but 
having the desires and the facility 
of assuming the personality and 
the dress of a white man when 
associating with his civilized 
friends. He was well known 
throughout the east, was said to 
have made many hunting trips 
with famous men of statesmen- 
ship and letters, and resided at 
various times in famous clubs 
whose membership consisted of 
men of an adventurous and tra¬ 
veled background. 

Jim Thorpe, in Los Angeles, 
said he had received a letter from 
Long Lance a week ago, inviting 
him to dinner He was well-to-do 
and apparently had no worries, 
said Thorpe.
